Determination Expressed To Termi- 
nate Present Cuban Situation. 


Washington, March 22.—The cabinet meet- 
ing today lasted something over an hour 
and was devoted. exclusively to the Span- 
ish situation in general and to the forthcom- 
ing report of the Maine court of inquiry in 
particular. The tone of the discussion was 
very firm and determined that there must 
come an end to the present state of af- 
fairs in Cuba. ’ 

Secretary Long authorized the statement 
that the understanding before the cabinet 
was that the report would reach Washing- 
ton Thursday or Friday; that it was very 
voluminous and that its publication and 
transmission to congress would not occur 
until next Monday or Tuesday, a9 the pres- 
ident would require that much time to 
give the document the maiure considera- 
tion its momentous character required. 

A cabinet officer stated that the general 
plan included the sending of a presidential 
message along with the report, stating that 
Spain had been calle@ upon to make suita- 
ble response to the case presented by the 
court of inquiry. : 

While the cabinet associates of the pres-

McKinley Will Transmit Report With- 
out Recommendations. 
Washington, March 22.—Speahing of the

‘“Tiaving formulated no plan to solve the 
preblem and being anxious to gain all the 
time possible, the president will not imme- 
diately make any suggestion to congress. 
The message which he will send in on Mon- 
day will treat alone of the Maine and con- 
ress will be informed that the president 
will, at a later Gate, communicate with it 
on the Cuban situation. The report on the 
Maine and the accompanying papers will 
therefore be at onee referred in both 
houses to the committee on foreign affairs 
and then congress will anxicusly and pa- 
tiently await the president’s next recom- 
mendation. 

“If the policy of relief be finally agreed 
upon an appropriation wil! undoubtedly be 
made for the purchase of supplies and the 
work of wholesale succor wiil be entered 
upon. If Spain shoulda regard this act as 
a hostile one, the responsibility for provok- 
ing war would be upon her. The president 
still hopes that in the meantime something 
may occur to diminish the likelihood of op- 
position, or, if the programme is inaugu- 
rated, that Spain will accept the action of 
the United States in a friendly spirit.” 


MAKING MAYFLOWER READY. 


Yacht Will Be Floated Into the Navy 
Yard Dry Dock Today. 

New York, March 22.—The yacht May- 
flower, recently acquired by the govern- 
ment, will be fioated into the navy yard 
dry dock tomorrow morning. The work of 
altering and repairing the vessel began 
today and it will probably be ready for 
commission by April 15th. 

The armament, # is understood, will con- 
sist of two five-inch guns, twelve six- 
pounders and two torpedo tubes, In addi- 
ion there will be four of the six millimetre 
automatic Colt weapons lately shipped to 
the yards. 

A nickel steel plate of seven-eighths 
inch thickness will extend over the more 
yuinerable parts. The alterations will cost 
about $22,600.

PREPARATIONS BON' LOOK LIK PACE 


Torpedo Cruiser Tupy, Built for 
Brazil, One of the Finest Afloat, 
Could Not Be Secured by 
the Administration’s 
Agent. 


Washington, March 22.—The negotiations 
for the purchase of ships abroad is going 
steadily forward, but there was a regreta- 
ble disappointment in this connection to- 
day. 

The awthorities had been exceedingly 
anxious t oget the big torpedo cruiser 
Tupy,- built for Brazil. She is one of the 
mcst formidable torpedo craft afloat, her 
size placing her in the cruiser class, while 
her armament gives her the effectiveness 
of a torpedo boat and cruiser combined. 

It was learned today, however, that the 
Brazilian government would not part with 
the Tupy, and this closes the efforts for 
one of the best ships under negotiation. 

In a small measure, this is offset by the 
success of the navy department in secur- 
ing a trim little Yarrow-built launch, 
which, though very small, will serve as a 
harbor torpedo boat. She is of the same 
class of craft as the Moxito, built for 
Brazilian navy. 

The navy department was notified today 
of the arrival of the cruiser Cincinnati 
and the gunboats Castine and Wilmington 
at Port Antonio, Jamaica. This is about 
the same distance fromthe south shore of 
Cuba as Key West i from the north 
shore, The gunboat 
her arrival at Panama, The Marblehead has 
gone from Port Tampa to Dry Tortugas. 

Quantities of Powder Bought. 

At the war department bids were opened 
in the bureau of ordnance for supplying 
4icuw pounds ot brown prismatic powder 
for the seacoast fortification guns. 

There were only two bidders, the Califor- 
nia Powder Company and the Dupont 
Powder Company. :The former concern 
offered to supply the powder at the rate of 
82.175 cents per pound. Twenty-one days af- 
ter receiving the contract they wil] begin 
delivering the powder at the rate of 25,00 
pounds weekly. 

The Dupont Company bid at 32.175 cents 
per pound, for that to be delivered to the 
powder arsenal at Dover, N, J., and 34.175 
cents per pound for that to be delivered at 
the Benicia arvenal, California. 

In a day or two the ordnance bureau will 
award the contracts for supplying the de- 
partment 2,000,000 pounds smokeless rifle 
ball cartridges of .20 caliber. Two concerns 
submitted bids for furnishing these cart- 
ridges, the Winchester Arms Company and 
the Union Metallic Company, both of Con- 
necticut. Their bids were substantially 
alike and the’ contract probably will be 
divided between the two companies. 

‘ Foreign Smokeless Powder. 

The war department has received infor- 
mation of the arrival at New York of the 
steamer Nordkyn with 5,700 pounds of for- 
eign smokeless powder aboard, This pow- 
der is for testing purposes at the Sandy 
Hook proving grounds. 

Pending a decision on the government’s 
final policy, no overtures or imtimetions 
have been conveyed to the Spanish govern- 
ment, and there is no official knowledge as 


to how Spain would regard recognition of - 


Cuban independence or intervention. The 
Spanish minister, Senor Polo, requested 
today that a statement be made thiat the 
reports attributed him as expressions on 
subjects of importance Were unwarranted 
and untrue.

Louisiana Man Speaks for Three Hours 
Before the Senate.

Senator Says National Government 
Should Take Charge of Operations.

Epidemic. 


AN AMENDMENT 


Washington. March 22.—A feature of the 
senate proceedings today was an extended 
Mr. Caffery, of Louisiana, in 
sturport of the pending national quarantine 
bill. 

In the course of his argument Mr. Caf- 
fery said that he wanted the whole quar- 
antine power in the hands of the United 
States government, the only authority 
which could make a quarantine effective, 
and he added that he was as stanch a 
state’s rights advocate as any man. 

“We want.” sald he, “a central quaran- 
tine authority upen which responsibility 
may rest. We want uniform.ty or acuion 
in this matter of quarantine regulation 
backed by sueh financial and legal power as 
will enable the authorities to cope with 
the dread diseases which the likely to rav- 
age the country.” 

‘Mr. Bacon, of Georgia, 
Caffery to inquire whether be 
t» the following amenament to the pend- 
ing bill: 

Bacon Offers Amendment. 

“Nothing tin this act shall be construed 
to interfere with the right of any state _ 
municipality to protect its citizens from in- 
fectious. contagious or epidemic Gisoases 
by such rules and reguiations as the au- 
thorities of seid. state or*mun'‘eipality May 
deem necessary.’ 

‘In reply to Mr. Bacon's inquiry. Mr. Cafe 
ferv said he saw no objection the terms 
of the amendment, as he understood it, if 
the state or municipal authorities were 
sufficient, he sald, he wou'a not insist thar 
the national authority should he para- 
mount, but was evident that state and 
municipal authorities were unable properly 
to cope with epidemics. 

In conclusion. after speaking for 
three hours, Mr. Caffery seid that stare 
quarantines were utterly ineffleient. utterly 
powerless against an epidemic of vellow 
feyer, Under this inefficien: state quoarén- 
tine system he had known the most brutal 
and savage nets to be performed. Tle had 
himself, <i heen accosted by petty 
auarantine offeers with shoteuns. For the 
ererctse of that kind of state police power 
he had ne use and no regard. He desired 
that the whole question should be handled 
scientifically, so that a power and author- 
ite shoulda be provided that would be ade- 
quate to with fey eholera 
and other Uke dlsegses. 

Carter Works for Alaska.

BANKS MADE VICTIMS OF FRAUD

Clerks of Mississippi River Commis- 
sion Work Slick Scheme. 


Washington, March 99 Information has 
reached the government through a number 
of banks at St. Paul, Minn., that during 
the past year and more these and other 
nearby banks have been made the victims 
of colossal ffauds through the suspected 
collusion of government clerks connected 
with the commission having in charge the 
improvements on the upper Mississippi 
river. 

Full details of the affair 
reached the government, but the state- 
ments submitted by the banks indicate 
that $38,000,000 or more has been procured 
from them through fraudulent time checks 
for services never performed. Copies of 
some of these time checks are said to be 
signed by J. H. Southall, chief clerk of the 
United States engineer's office at St. Paul, 
and are dated at different times during the 
year 1897. Others, it is understood, are 
dated 1896. 

* How the banks came to be imposed upon 
to the extent indicated and why the checks 
have been withheld until this time cannot 
be even conjectured. 

It is understood that the banks will make 
a claim for reimbursement, but the law 
is said here to be clearly against this-con- 
tention. The government willl begin a 
searching investigation af once into the 
whole matter.

Rear Admiral Sicard Starts the Court’s 


Findings on the Way to the 
4 President. 


Key West, F'a., March 22.—Lieutenant 
Commander Marix, judge advocate of the 
United States naval court of inquiry into 
the Icss of the battleship Maine, left Key 
West this afternoon on his ray to Wash- 
ington by the city of Key West, bound 
for Miami, taking with him the report of 

n the disaster. 
so eee Marix brought the report 
ashore from the Nashville today and Rear 
Admiral Sicard, with Commander Marix, 
spent several hours in its further revision. 

All the officers of the Maine now here, 
except Paymaster’s Clerk McCarthy, have 
received orders to leave for their homes, 
there to await orders, as in the case of oth- 
er officers who left here last week. This is 
considered to be evidence that the court 
did not require the corroboration of techni- 
cal evidence, as thought a ft:w days ago. 

The majority of the efficers of the Maine 
left the ship for Miami and the remainder 
of them léave tomorrow for “Tampa. 


Marix Would Not Talk. | 

Before leaving Key West Commander Ma- 
rix said nothing could be given out about 
the work of the court of inqu'ry or its 
findings. Personatiy, the commander gate 
he was intensely relieved at completing his 
labors. The decision reached by the court 
is still 2 matter of surmise. Perhaps some 
significance may be attached and conclu- 
sions drawn from a remark made by Ad- 
miral Sicard last night, when he said toa 
correspondent: 

“The case of the Maine is most peculiar, 
perhaps the most peculiar which has ever 
occurred in the history of the world.’’ . 

From the general tone of his remarks, it 
might be inferred that the court findings 
do not definitely solve the mystery of the 
explosion. This is further borne out by 
the admiral’s statement that even after the 
report had been sent [to Washington the 
department may require further inyv2stiga- 
tion. 

Lieutenants Jungen and Hood, Cadets 
Rronson and Boyd, Passed Assistant En- 
gineer Bowers, Assistant Engineer Morr's 
and Carpenter Holmes, of the Main. left 
here today on the steamer City of Key 
West for *\fiami.

The sending of the-report today to Wash- 
ington was an undramatic climax to weeks 
of waiting. Lieutenant Commander Ma- 
rix went aboard the Nashville early in the 
day and brought off the findings. After a 
prolonged conference with Rear Admiral 
Stcard certain alterations were made end 
then Admiral Sicard affixed his signature 
of apvroval. 

After luncheon Lieutenant Commander 
Marix boarded the steamer City of Kev 
West and sailed for Miami at half-past 
4 o’clock, with thé@ report safely stored 
away in stateroom No 16... 

Board Still in Session. 

Lieutenant Commander Marix before 
leaving was in a non-committal mood. He 
confined himself to say’ng that he was in- 
tensely glad to be through with the very 
tedious work and once more to be on the 
way north. Despite the absence from Key 
West of the documents on which the eyes 
of- the world are fixed, the court of in- 
quiry continues in existence. though inac- 
tive. Should the navy department requrre 
further investigation and express dissatis- 
fact'‘on with the findings, it is probable the 
eourt world he obl'ged to return to Havana, 
though the release of all the Maine officers 
held here as witnesses until today makes 
it unlikely that any loophole has been left 
which would justify the department in re- 
quiring the court to perform further work.

The Free Silver Issue. 

It is significant at this time that Judge

DR. BATTLE’S FRIENDS RESTIVE 


They Are Dissatisfied with the Man- 
ner of His Treatment. 


THE FACULTY AND TRUSTEES ARE AT OUTS 


Citizens Are Taking Sides in the Mat- 
ter, and There Is Likely To Be 
Much Bad Feeling. 


Rome, Ga., March 22.—(Special.)—There is 
undoubtedly a state of strained relations 
between the board of trustees of Shorter 
college and Dr. Battle and some of the 
retiring teachers. 

A few days ago it was announced that 
Dr. Battle had declined to renew his con- 
tract as president of the college upon the 
ground that he would not cure to sign for 
a longer term of years than one, while 
the college insisted upon a longer contract. 

It is now stated upon gvod authority 
that the action of the board was a com- 
plete surprise to Dr. Battle, and that he 
had no idea of his successor being chosen 
at this time. 

Not only was Dr. Battle dismissed, but 
Professor Duggan, Miss Eleanor Gibbs and 
several teachers also were notified that 
their services were no longer needed. They 
all felt very much aggrieved at their treat- 
ment and think that they were at least 
entitled to more consideration and notice. 

Professor Charles Simmons, of the Eu- 
faula Female college, has: been chosen in 
Dr. Battle’s stead, while the latter, in 
company with the teachers under him, 
has signed a contract and wiil open a fe- 
male college at Anniston, Ala. 

The only reason in the world for the dis- 
missal of Dr. Battle and the teachers was 
the fact that they did not care to sign for 
a longer term of years than one, though 
‘they had no idea that they would be dis- 
missed without notice, so to speak. 

The trustees of the college, on the other 
hand, deny that they acted in bad faith, 
and say that they will give out a state- 
ment for the public at once, setting them- 
selves right. 

‘ine peculiar state of affairs at Rome’s 
grand old school is attracting no little at- 
tention and a great deal of talk, and there 
is not the slightest doubt that the re- 
lations are very much strained between 
the president and some of the faculty on 
the one hand and the board of trustees 
upon the other,

Stock on hand 3,630 bales, against 1,939 
bales last year, 3.569 bales the year before 
and 3,304 bales three years ago. 

The acreage of small grains and corn 
has been greatly increased in this sec- 
tion and it looks now as though there will 
be a very material decrease in cotton acre- 
age.

Among the propesed constitutional 
amendments which are now pending in 
congress is one to make the terms of 
members of the lower bianch four years 
instead of two years. 

This amendment has already been fa- 
vorably considered by the house com- 
mittee on elections, and its passage may 
vet be secured by its advocates. On three 
separate grounds the committee on elec- 
recommend the passage of the 
measure.

In the second place, it is argued that 
frequent elections and changes of policy 
are detrimental to the best interests of 
the country, and that the adoption of 
the proposed amendment would tend to 
eliminate this danger. 

In the third place, it is argued that 
with the president and the house in per- 
fect working harmony, and with a term 
of four years ofcontinued exemption 
from political turmoil, it might be pos- 
sible to hope for better results in the 
creation and execution of wise laws and 
in the building up of the country geh- 
erally, than could be attained in any 
other manner. 

But in spite of the plausible argu- 
ments with which the committee on elec- 
tions have accompanied their recom- 
mendation of the proposed amendment, 
there are still various difficulties to be 
overcome before the desired change in 
the constitution can be wrought. Inthe 
first place, it must receive a two-thirds 
vote of the members of each house; then 
it must be ratified by the legislatures of 
three-fourths of the states; and in the 
event of its failure to measure up to 
either one of these requirements, it can- 
not produce the desired change in the 
constitution of the United States. 

There are serious objections to the 
change which the proposed amendment

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The trouble with those who usually 
five advice to the farmers, cm who com- 
plain of the folly of planting large 
cotton, is that they reason from 
the point of view of business men. They 
heglect to note that the business of 
farming in the south is entirely differ- 
ent from the business of commerce. In 
the business of ecommerce. time and 1a- 
bor are readily exchangeable fc. money. 
In the business of cotton raising, time 
and labor exchangeable for cash 
only when they are expended in the cul- 
tivation of cotton. 

Therefore, when is said that the 
southern farmers are raising cotton at 
& loss, the mind instinctively assumes 
that the loss is a money loss. But this 
is not so. It is at a loss of time and 
laber, and these, thanks to the single 
Suld standard, are even cheaper on the 
farm than cotton. Thus when you hear 
Some powerful editorial exhorter erf 
out, “Why do our farmers persist in 
frowing cotton at a loss?” you may 
know at once that he is using the word 
as it is understood in the count- 
ing room, and not as it is understocd on 
| the farm. 

As we have stated, when the farmers 
raise cotton at a loss it is a less of 
time and labor, and these elements count 
as cash only when th¢y are devoted to 
the production of coticn. This is the 
explanation of the increase in cotton 
preduction in spite of the constant de- 
Cline in price. But it is an explana- 
tion that may be amplified.

special embassy to Paris. Three d's- 
tinguished citizens composed this em- 
bassy, viz, Eldridge Gerry, of Massachu- 
setts; Charles Cotes 
South Carolina, and John Marshall, of 
Virginia. In the prolonged but futile 
interview which followed between this 
embassy and the renowned French pre- 
mier, Talleyrand, Mr, Pinckney made 
use of the courageous sentiment which 
has come down to the present time as 
one of the most cherished traditions of 
our gpvernment: “We have millions 
for defense, but not one cent for tribute.” 
Talleyrand had intimated in the course 
of the interview that, if the ‘United 
States government would recompense 
France in money for failing to aid her 
in her war with England, negotiations 
could jikely be adjusted to the satisfac- 
tion of both sides; and this is what 
called forth Mr. Pinckney’s celebrated 
retort. 

On returning to the United States the 
embassy could do no more than report 
its failure. In the course of a short 
time another embassy was sent over, 
but without success. At length it be- 
came evident to congress that in order 
to bring France to terms it was abso- 
lutely necessary to make some provision 
for upholding the nation’s flag upon the 
seas. This lead to the subsequent crea- 
tion of the naval department of the Unit- 
ed Siates government. Our first war- 
ship, the Constellation, bearing thirty- 
four guns, made its appearance in 1799. 
Shortly thereafter it became involved in 
naval combat with the French warship 
L’Insurgent, in the Caribbean sea, and 
won the day by heavy odds. Still later, 
this same plucky little warship gave 
batile to another French warship, La 
Vengeance, with like results. This 
taught. France that the United States 
could not be trifled with, and in short 
order she agreed to settle matters. 

Such is, briefly, the origin of our pres- 
ent naval squadron. Since that time 
its annals have been radiant with suc- 
cessful conflicts upon the higth seas, and 
in the event of war with Spain, still 
further additions will be made to its 
catalogue of triumphs.

CASE 265 : 
Flanagan v. The State, Before Judge Can- 
der, DeKalb superior court. 

Simmons, C. J.—l. No person indicted for 
crime can, under sections 951 and 933 of the 
penal code, as a matter of right demand 
more than one trial upon a special plea of 
{usanity at the time of trial. f[f, after such 
a plea has been found against the person, 
the trial in chief has been postponed, it 
would be a matter within the sound inves- 
tigation of the judge whether or not anoth- 
er preliminary investigation upon the ques- 
tion of insanity at the trial should be, and, 
if so, to what extent and in what manner 
the same should be conducted. 

2. An exception to the general and well 
settled rule that one is criminally responsi- 
ble who had sufficient reason to distinguish 
between right and wrong, as to a partic- 
ular act committed by him, exists in a case 
where it appears that, though the accused 
had such knowledge, his wl. in conse- 
quence of some delusion brought about by 
mental disease, was overmastered so that 
there was no criminal intent as to the act 
in question, and when it aiso appears that 
this identical act was connected with the 
peculiar delusion under which the accused 
Was hbaboring. 

%.Under the evidence introduced in the 
trial of the present case, it was erroneoiis 
not to give in charge to the jury the writ- 
ten request embodying the principle above 
announced, the same not being covered in 
the court’s general charge to the jury. 

4.Where the defense relied upon in a trial 
for murder was irresponsibility arising fromm 
insantty at the time of the homicide, any 
evidence tending to show the real mental 
condition of the accused at that time is 
relévanit, and his acts both before and after 
the homicide may be proved as tending 
to throw light upon the question thus put 
in issue. Accordingly, it was not erroneous 
to allow the state to introduce in evidence 
an affidavit sworn to and subscribed: by the 
accused himself, at a previous term, for the 
purpose of obtaining a continuance, the 

robative value and effect of such evi- 
ence being a matter solely for the deter- 
mination of the jury. 

5. Save as stated in the third headnote, 
the record discloses no sufficient cause for 
ordering a new trial in this case; the charge 
of the court, with the exception above re- 
ferred to, fairly presented to the jury ths 
questions in issue; and the exceptions to 
it relating to other matters are not meri- 
torious. There was no material error in 
admitting or rejecting evidence. The fore- 
going covers all questions requiring special 
mention, which arose at the last trial and 
are likely to arise at the next.

There are eighty more camps of veterans 
now than there were a year ago and by 
the middle uf July the total number of 
camps will be 1,100, Every week witnesses 
the organization of a new camp somew.iere 
in the country One has just been organized 
at Decatur. Every camp will be represented 
by a dc'tegaticn of from 5 to 100. Many a 
camp wii! send from twenty to fifty repre- 
sentatives. So the attendance of veterans 
will run away up in the thousands. 

The Sons of Veterans will be represented 
as they never were before at a reunion of 
veterans. This organization is growing 
rapidiy and the soms of the old soldiers 
will come thousands strong. They will have 
a part in the programme and their presence 
will add to the interest of the occasion. 

The Daughters of the Confederacy will 
have a part in the reunion, too, and this 
organization is growing very fast. The 
presence of the daughters will be an inter- 
esting feature of the reunion. They have 
never taken any special part in the re- 
unions heretofore. 

The Surgeons and Assistant Surgeons of 
the Confederacy will also hold their re- 
union here at the same time and not only 
the members of that organization, but ail 
the surgeons and assistant surgeons will 
be invited to attend.

FLANAGAN GETS 
NEW LEASE ON LIFE 


Double Murderer Brought to Atlanta for 
Safe Keeping. 


JUDGE CANDLER REVERSED. 


He Should Have Charged the J ury on 
the Insanity Law. 


HOW THE PRISONER ACTS AND TALKS 


He Is Still the Same Queer and Mys- 
terious Person—History of the 
Crime He Committed. 

K of Mrs. George Allen and Miss Ruth

by the supreme court of the state. The 
decision was handed down yesterday after- 
noon, 

Flanagan As now in Fulton county 
where he 


DWARD C. FLANAGAN, the slayer 


jail, 
Was transferred from Decatur 
for safe keeping, as it was feared that the 
favorable decision might precipitate a 
lynching. Still appearing to be the crazy 
coward which he has all along been since 
the commission of the dowble murder, he 
walked up and down the corridor of. the 
Fulton county jail yesterday muttering 
something about “mobs and dissecting ta- 
bles.” 

If he is playing a part to escape the gal- 
lows, he has not forgotten his cue and re- 
mains the same mysterious indtvidual he 
has been since his crime and during the 
ordeals through which he has been forced 
to pass. 

The decision of the supreme court es- 
tablishes a new principle in the law relat- 
ing to pleas of insanity in murder trials. 
At the trial of Flanagan Judge Candler 
refused to charge the jury upen the law 
regarding, insanity, and upon that ruling 
he has been reversed. 

Flanagan’s trial was an unusual one, as 
his attorneys entered the plea that he 
was crazy at the time the case was called, 
and therefore not a fit person to be tried 
for a crime. It was not a plea of insanity 
at the time of the murder, although his 
conduct then was brought out as a link 
in a case of long ‘continued insanity. Con- 
trary to the request of Flanagan’s attor- 
neys, Judge Candler refused to charge the 
jury on the law touching insanity, holding 
that the only question was.whether or not 
the prisoner was capable of determining 
between right and wrong. The 
represented by Colonel W: C. Glenn and 
Mr. Spence, held that while a person might 
be able to know right from wrong, yet he 
might be impelled undera@ delusional insan- 
ity, such aS paranoia, to commit an act

Delegates from Six Southern States 
Will Be Here. 


INTERESTING TOPICS TO BE DISCUSSED 


The Programme Has a Number of EI- 
Oquent Speakérs on It—What 
Will Be Done. 


HE Orphan's home conference meets 

at Trinity this afternoon at 4 o’clock. 

As this will be the opening meeting, 
the delegates will be welcomed to the city, 
officers for the conference will be elected 
and organization perfected. 

It is expected that about sixty repre- 
sentatives will be present during the con- 
ference. They will come from six southern 
states, and nearly every orphans’ home in 
these. states will be represented. . 

The conference will last through nearly 
three days, and each hour of that time will 
be filled with some interesting part of the 
work for orphans’ homes. The work ‘which 
has been done, the methods employed jn 
the different homes and the condition of 
the homes will be stated to the conference 
by the delegates. 

The addresses and papers which are to 
be read will be closely listened to, and will 
tell entertaining stories of the great good 
the orphans’ homes in the south are doing. 
It was expected that Mr. J. H. Estill, pres- 
ident of the Bethesda Orphans’ ‘home, the 
oldest in America, founded by George 
Whitefield in 1750, would be fiere. but he 
has sent word that he could not attend. 

The conference is international, and ev- 
ery religious sect, including the negroes’ 
home, will have their representatives at 
the conference. Mr, J. F. Barclay will tell 
of the work of the “Sheltering Arms;” the 
Methodist home in Decatur will be repre- 
sented by Mr. R. A. Hemphill, Mr. George 
Muse, Mr. Asa G. Candler.

D. McCorkle, who will tell of the 
work which is being done by them. Rev. 
d. B. Boone, of Thomasville,’ N.|C., will 
make a talk on the great work of orphans’ 
homes in every part of the word; Carrie 
Steele, who has built a home for negro chil- 
dren, will attend the conference and tell 
what she has done for the colored peopie.

Bogs:on, Mass., March 21.—(Spec'al.)—The 
report that the Merrimac milks are to be 
moved to Georgia 18 denied, though a 
branch mill will be established in Atlanta. 

Agent Tead, of the corporation, traveled 
through the south some months ago or 
about the time the agitation among mill 
men over the necessity of meeting the 
competition of southern mills was begun. 
From the standpoint of the manufacturers 
he studiea the problem of cheap labor 
and is known to have been convinced that 
the labor question was the all important 
one in New England, that the margin ob- 
tained by low wages in southern mills 
enabled these mills to manufacture goods 
at a figure much below those quoted by 
mills here. 

The Merrimac company obliged to 
buy print cloths of other mills. its own 
cotton mills having undergone a change 
in part ™. that .finer grade of goods are 
now being woven. It is understood that 
the Merrimac corporation has the end 
in view of establishing its own print mill 
in the south. The product of which will 
be used in the Lowell plant. 

The Lowell mille will not he removed. 
but the character of their products will 
be materially changed in the line of finer 
texture and better quality | of fabrics.

Artificial respiration was applied and at 
10 o'clock the pulse of Dr. Hagan was 
Stronger. The physicians had announced 
when first the serond change occurred. 
however, that thefe was uo hope for Dr. 
Hagan. The attack of acute indigestion, 
it is thought, caused a congestion of blood 
in the head, which produced apoplexy.

Premises Must Be Cleaned Up 
Law Will Be Enforced.

OBJECT, TO PREVENT SPREAD OF DISEASE 


Chief Veal Is Determined To Make 
Atlanta the Cleanest City in the 
United States. 


NE of the busiest officials of the 

municipal government these days is 

Chief Veal, of the sanitary forces, 
who is making active preparations for giv- 
ing the city its annual spring, cleaning. 

In the next few weeks Atihnta will be 
as clean as any city in the United States. 
Chief Veal is determined to make this 
canvass against dirt one of the most vig- 
orous in the history of his department. 
Every alley, nook and corner containing 
trash will be cleaned out, and hundreds 
of wagon loads of garbage will be hauled 
out of the city in the next few weeks. 

Chief Veal is now sending the following 
circular letter to every resident in the city, 
which must be readily obeyed or a heavy 
penalty will be inflicted: 

“You are hereby notified to have your 
premises placed in a thorough sanitary con- 
dition immediatelv by raking and sweeping 
up all trash of al] kinds from yards, cel- 
lars, areas, etc., and place the same .in 
suitable boxes or barrels, and put in con- 
venient place for garbage cart, and after 
cleaning to freely apply freshly slaked 
lime. If this is not complied with in twen- 
ty-four hours I will proceed as the law di- 
rects. Respectfully, 

“THOMAS E. VEAL, 
“Chief Inspector.” 

The sanitary inspectors have been scour- 
ing the city for.several days locating spots 
badly in need of cleaning. It is most im- 
portant that the city be thoroughly reno- 
vated this time of year in order to wipe 
all disease germs that might remain, and 
to prevent smallpox gaining another foot- 
hold here this fall. The winter has not 
been as cold as was expected, and it is 
said that even New Orleans is not yet en- 
tirely devoid of yellow fever. Chief Veal, 
therefore, believes in taking every precau- 
tion against the development of any epi- 
demic here by a system of thorough sani- 
tation. , 

“We don’t Know,” said Chief Veal yes- 
terday, “how much yellow fever the south 
will have this year, and we cannot begi 
too quickly to guard against it here. I d 
not think there is any danger of yellow 
fever gaining a foothold here, as is evi- 
deneed by Atlanta's immunity in the past, 
but there is nothing like being on the 
safe side. 

“IT intend to exert every possible effort 
to make this city clean as a city can 
be. In this I ask the co-operation of every 
public-spirited citizen. All premises should 
be carefully looked after at once and every 
particle of filth and dirt removed. Spring 
is here, warm weather is coming on, and 
there should be A delay. My inspectors 
will call at every! residence jn the city 
in the next few days, and if the noticés 
have not ‘been complied ‘with I shall be 
obliged to enforce the law, which ealls for 
a heavy penalty. If this work is success- 
fully carried out I am practically certain 
Atlanta will not be bothered with any 
more contagious diseases. Let’ the spring 
Cleaning, therefore, begin at once.”

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THE WEATHER. 


Weather Bureau Office, Atlanta, Ga, 
8 p. m., March 22, 1898.—The storm is cen- 
tral to the north of Lake Erie, having 
moved from Kansas during the past twen- 
ty-four hours. There is a trough of low 
pressure extending from the lake region 
southwest to Texas. The pressure is di- 
minishing some along the Altlantic coast. 
The northwestern high area moved in quite 
rapidly and occupied the country between 
the Rocky mountains and the Mississippi 
river, with its center in Nebraska. High 
winds and rain are reported from the lake 
region. Rain is also falling at New York, 
Chicago and St. Lauis. Precipitation is re- 
ported from the upper Mississipp! and Mis- 
sourl valleys. The weather is general-y 
clear in the south Atlantic and east gulf 
States, but elsewhere there is considerable 
cloudiness, with conditions generally threat- 
ening to the northward.

The area of cold weather has 
extended to the east of the upper Missis- 
Sippi:- valley and southward to Texas, and 
the cold wave covers the country from 
northern Texas and northern Arkansas 
northward. ft has been intensely warm 
during the day from the Ohio valley south- 
ward to the gulf coast.
